PLENTY IS NOT ENOUGH 


“Plenty is not enough unless it is accompanied by 
the change of motive which spreads plenty to every 
point of need."’ This was the recent statement of a Ca- 
nadian farm-machine service man from the Prairies 
who, from the security of a good job, was forced into 
the ranks of unemployment during the depression 16 
years ago. He lined up with other single unemployed 
and got food in the ‘soup kitcheris” of that day. 

“We had no work,” he said, “yet the bins of the 
nation overflowed with food. We were treated to a 
taste of ‘poverty in the midst of plenty’ and driven by 
the whip of fear. Fear of hunger, fear of cold and of 
being left to die! Having knowi regimentation on the 
bread line, I learned to hate the slavery which comes 
from state control.” 

Since then we have been through the most de- 
structive war in history. Four years after peace, we 
face surplus and unemployment once more. But now 
we cannct shirk the task of distributing plenty. The 
failure to face it will not mectn just a few thousand un- 
employed. We may well lose our freedom to an ideol- 
ogy that uses hunger as a weapon, or find ourselves 
in the atomic war. 

To solve the problem we must go to the root of the 
difficulty—human greed. Greed blocks the channels 
of distribution. Class war is no answer. Change of the 
human heart is the only answer. With this kind of 
change, we can work together for peace, plenty, and 
order with freedom. It only requires our decision indi- 
vidually and corporately to put ourselves, our time, 
our money cnd our invertiveness to work on the job. 


Time isa factor we must fece squarely. We still have} 


a chance as free men.
